SAN DIEGO—There have been a number of 
homecomings for Richard .Morefield, who along 
with 51 other Americans was imprisoned in Iran 
after the seizure of our embassy in November of 
1979. And there will, no doubt, be many more 
welcomes and ceremonies in the days to come. 


But Bishop Leo T. Maher summed up the 14 
months of anguish and waiting, and the excitement 
of the hostages’ return, at St. Joseph Cathedral last 
Thursday: “Richard, we welcome you home this 
evening.” 


OVER A THOUSAND people jammed into the 
church broke into applause; many people standing 
outside in the rain and listening over a loudspeaker 
system did the same. And Richard Morefield was, in 
fact, home. 


The Mass was requested by Mrs. Maria Morefield, 
mother of the ex-consul general of our embassy in 
Teheran. Present was Richard’s wife, Mrs. Dorothea 
Morefield, the Morefield family, laity and religious 
from throughout San Diego, and many priests of the 
diocese who concelebrated the Mass along with 
Bishops Maher and Gilbert E. Chavez. 


“This evening we come together to offer thanks 
with grateful hearts for your return. We pray for you, 
Richard, in particular, and for all the American 
heroes,” said Bishop Maher in his homily. “We say 
sursum corda, lift up your hearts in thanksgiving. 
We have so many reasons to be thankful. To praise 
and thank God is to make life meaningful.” 


THE BISHOP NOTED human dignity is rooted in 
the moral law, a law which cannot be put aside by 
any. one person or government. “But this is exactly 
what the Iranian students and the Iranian 
government did. The law of God stands in judgment 
over them for their infamous actions.” 


Because we are created in God’s own image, 
Bishop Maher continued, in its essence freedom is 
within us, and it is there that the captive Americans 
found their strength and courage, there that no one 
could touch them, there that we encounter the God 
of history who was, and is, and who will come. 


“The 444 days of the confinement of ourAmerican .- 


heroes taught us that freedom needs to be sustained 
by a spirit of solidarity,” said the bishop. “And your 
return to freedom has brought an infusion. of 
strength to the totality of our environment.” 


The Mass ended just as it had begun. With a 
Navy color guard. With organ and choir and brass. 
With a procession of the seminarians from St. 
Francis Seminary, the priests of the diocese, 
Deacon John Geis, and our two bishops. But there 
was one difference: the priests left, two-by-two, just 
as they had processed in. But they all stopped, one- 
by-one, to shake the hand of Richard Morefield.

Reaching out 


The diocese of Moshi in Tanzania, East 
Africa, aims to be self-reliant and self- 
supporting. Missionaries initially brought 
the faith to Moshi, in Kilimanjaro, only 90 
years ago, and in 1953 it was made into a 
diocese. About half the population of 
800,000 people are Catholics, which is a 
remarkable tribute to missionary efforts 
to spread the Word. 


But those 38 parishes of Moshi, 
guarded by the snow-capped tip of Mount 
Kilimanjaro, have a struggle to stay in 
touch with the 400,000 Catholics 
because they have only one priest to 
every 5,000 people. The smallest 
parishes have 5,000 (something like Our 
Lady of Grace in El Cajon) and the largest 
have 25,000: Catholics. 


By contrast, we in the San Diego 
diocese have 311 diocesan and religious 
community priests serving 88 parishes 
and 345,000 Catholics, 55,000 fewer 
than Moshi. We have a priest for every 
1100 Catholics. 


In Moshi missionary priests work 
alongside native born and mission 
educated oppriests. Yet, despite the

shortage of priests, the diocese of Moshi 
is already self-propagating. There are 
even 13 local priests who have joined 
missionary societies and are working 
elsewhere in Tanzania, Kenya and 
Zambia. Thus the Church in Africa — or 
this tiny portion of it—reaches out to 
others in need of help. 


In Moshi the rate of growth of the 
Catholic population is 15 percent a year. 
They need to establish at least one new 
parish a year. But lack of personnel and. 


comparably low cost of building a simple 
church there as compared with San 
Diego. 

The name is Moshi. But the story could 
be repeated in many parts of the world, 
with different nuances. The missionary 
church gradually builds until it becomes 
self-supporting and self-propagating. 

We, who are the beneficiaries of 
missionary activity—remember Padre 
Junipero Serra and his Franciscans? — 
should appreciate it most, and help 
others from our much greater resources 
of people and money. °

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San Diego priest heads 
bishops’ state capital staff

SACRAMENTO—When all 23 
' bishops of California’s 12 dioceses 
want something done, Msgr. John 
A. Dickie is the person who does it. 


Msgr. Dickie, a priest of our diocese 
and former pastor of St. Michael’s in 
San Diego, has been executive director 
of the California Catholic Conference 


for the past four-and-a-half years. 
And the CCC is the bishops, as Msgr. - 


Dickie is quick to point out. 


“WE ARE THE STAFF to the 
bishops. We attempt ta keep the 
bishops aware of what is going on in 
state government. We advise them on 
the pros and cons of a particular 
course of action. And once they have 
decided what to do, it’s up to us to

carry their programs out,” said Msgr. 
Dickie. 


Also on the CCC staff are Dr. 
Joseph McElligott Jr., director, 
division of education; Social Service 
Sister Sheila Walsh, director, division 
of social welfare; Augustinian 
(Recollect) Father Alfonso Gallegos, 
director, division of Hispanic affairs; 
and William R. Burke, legislative 
counsel. 


A large part of the conference’s 
staff's time goes to keeping an eye on 
the state legislature, the governor, 
and various executive departments 
here in the state capital. Sister Sheila 
and Dr. McElligott are both registered 
lobbyists, but far less than 10 percent 
of their time is spent testifying before 
legislative committees and state 
agencies concerning matters of 
importance to California’s Catholics. 


THE LIAISON WORK the CCC staff 
performs is mostly close monitoring 
of capital activities and answering the 
many requests it gets from lawmakers 
and agency heads. 


“They know we are here,” said 
Msgr. Dickie. ‘‘They know that 
Catholics make up 25 percent of 
California’s people. Sometimes they 
ask for our active support, at other 
times they want to know how they can 
amend legislation. Every legislator 
has Catholics in his constituency, 
and if we are opposed to something, 
they want to know why.” 


It is personal comtact which Msgr. 
Dickie feels is most effective in 
getting his job done. “We-try to 
convince people that we are right, 
rather than feel that.they have 
buckled under the Catholic. influ- 
ence,” he said. 


THE MAIN THRUST of the confer- 


ence’s work is to see that “the human ° 


needs of our people are met,” said 
Msgr. Dickie, who along with his staff 
must review the thousands of bills 
introduced in the legislature each 
. year and assist the bishops in 
assessing their impact on the Church 
and our communities. 


In addition, the activities of the 


many state.agencies must. be 
watched for their effect on the life of 


California and its citizens. ‘We are 
not self-serving. The Church exists 
for the good of the people. But at 
times we must be ready to be 
unpopular where matters of right and 
wrong are concerned,” said Msgr. 
Dickie. 

As an example, he pointed out that 
nearly one-third of all -Southeast 
Asian refugees who come to the 
United States are settled in Califor- 
nia, and even then are not distributed 
equally throughout the state. 


“THEY HAVE PUT a lot of strain on 
already-stretched local resources, 
and we will not even begin to feel the 
effects of Proposition 13 until later 
this year,” he noted. 


Msgr. Dickie senses a grave fiscal 
crisis in state government this year, 
and says we need to “stretch the 
dollars we spend more wisely rather 
than generate more dollars.” 


Msgr. Dickie feels California has 
one of the most effective legislatures 
in the country, but judges it alot more 
liberal than the voters are right now. 
Of Governor Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
he has this observation: “He’s very 
much a pragmatist.” 

ONE AREA Msgr. Dickie will bring 


to the bishops’ attention concerns 
our young people: “Youth ministry is 
a critical one, especially where the 
young adult is concerned. We have 
more young singles in the Church 
than ever before. We can’t tell the 
individual diocese what to do with 
these people, but we will make the 


bishops aware of this issue and some 


of the choices that will have to be 
made.” 

The key need of the Church in 
California, says Msgr. Dickie, is to 
visibly bring people together. 
Nowhere is this more keenly felt than 
among the Spanish-speaking. To this 
end, Msgr. Dickie is assisted by 
Father Gallegos.

Now that the ribbons are gone 


Now that the hostage ordeal is over, and Richard 
Morefield and his comrades are safely home and, 
hopefully, beginning to once again discover a normal 
lifestyle, we can sigh with relief and be thankful. 


We must give thanks to God, Who has kept His promise 
made through Isaiah and fulfilled in Jesus Christ —He has 
set free those in captivity. 


We must pay tribute to the families of the former 
hostages and the communities which rallied around their 
sons and daughters who were caught as pawns in a 
dangerous international game of diplomacy, political 
maneuvering and drives for power. 


We must acknowledge that President Carter worked 
“down to the wire” to effect the release of our brothers and 
sisters and thereby ameliorate a blatant violation of 
international law. 


We must give recognition to the diplomat Warren 
Christopher, whose tenacity in working out a most 
complex solution brought to an end 444 days none of us 
will soon forget. 


We must acknowledge the effect of messages from Pope 
John Paul Il. He was willing to engage in public dialogue 
with Iranian religious leaders. Only history will be able to 
pass judgment on what the Holy Father’s words 
accomplished. 


Yet, the presence of Archbishop Bugnini among the 
hostages on their second Christmas in captivity gives 
evidence that the Vatican presence in Teheran was, at least 
grudgingly, trusted. 


But all credit must go to the hostages. They are truly 
heroic. And the overwhelming outpouring of admiration 
by the American people proves how much we need heroes, 
at this time in history. Our hostages force us to admit that 
heroes are not made from something special—they are 
made from the same stock as you and |— but that heroes 


do stand for something special and cause therestofusto — 


believe in that something special. 


It seems that our country has come out of its 444-day: 
ordeal more united than it has been in many years. All of us 
have been forced to live through a period of learning, of 
concern, of acquiring the virtue of patience. 


We must realize, now that it is over, that we did not turn 
out to be helpless, as it seemed at the start. The calm and 
patience of our government did succeed. Our government 
showed that the taking of hostages is not profitable. The 
Iranians only received back what was their own in the first 
place, plus our promise of non-interference in their 
internal affairs. We were not helpless and we did not bribe. 


The American men and women held captive in Iran were 
men and women of faith and their faith sustained them 
during their long ordeal. The men and women working for 
a solution to the situation were men and women of faith 
and their faith sustained them during their long ordeal. 
We—men and women assigned roles of prayerful 
spectators —were men and women of faith and our faith 
sustained us during our long ordeal. 


Now that we are all once again together, we must 
continue to be men and women of faith. We do not yet 
know the effect of 444 days’ incarceration on our brothers 
and sisters, but we must be men and women of faith who 
pray for their health and stability as they re-enter American 
society. 


Now that the hostage ordeal is over, and the yellow 
ribbons are gone, we must continue to be thankful— 
thankful for our brothers and sisters who have paid a heavy 
price for the liberty we often take too easily for granted.

VATICAN CITY (NC) —Abstaining from immoral acts is 
only the negative aspect of purity, Pope John Paul II said at 
his weekly general audience. 


Purity also has the positive aspect “of controlling one’s | 


own body in holiness and honor,” he said. 


“It is the positive aspect that gives meaning to the 
negative,” he added. “Neither can exist without the other.” 


In a continuation of his series of talks on Christian 
ethics, the pontiff has commented on the passage in St. 
Paul’s first letter to the Thessalonians: “This is the will of 
God, your sanctification: that you abstain from immorality; 
that each one of you know how to control his own body in 
holiness and honor, not in the passion of lust like heathens 
who do not know God.” 


The pope said that St. Paul presents a complete view of 


purity, “perhaps largely due to his seeing purity not only as. 


an ability but also as a concrete manifestation of life in 
accordance with the Spirit, life in holiness and honor.” 


He said that the positive aspect of purity is “perhaps the 
most essential element.”

Today there has been a recovery, 
rather than a discovery, that almost 
seems. revolutionary: most psalms 
were originally used in temple cult, 
whether by the individual worshipper 
seeking aid in distress or expressing 
gratitude for favors, or whether for 
communal or royal occasions, 
celebrations of annual feasts or 
observances of public concern such 
as a fast in time of national danger, or 
a coronation ceremony. Certain 
consequences follow from this: 


The psalms ‘were composed for 
more than one occasion; to be used 
year after year; by a variety of 
worshippers. Therefore—and here’s 
the main point—the psalms are 
deliberately ambiguous and we must 
bring our own personalities and 
experiences to, as it were, inform the 
ancient texts, to make them our own 
expression.

Like alight in the darkness 


February 8, 1981, Fifth Sunday in Ordinary Time. 
Isaiah 58:7-10; | Corinthians 2:1-15; Matthew 5:13-* 
16. 


Our three readings speak to us of authenticity in 
our relationships with each other and with God. God 
sees beneath the surface veneer we present to the 
world and looks deep inside our hearts. We can’t 
fool Him, and trying to do so is a useless waste of 
precious time. 


Chapters 56-66 of Isaiah are the product of the 
“third Isaiah” who followed in the footsteps of the 
great prophet who wrote the first 39 chapters of the 
book which bears his name. These passages date 
from after the return of Israel from captivity in 
Babylon, and were written, in the tradition of Isaiah 
himself, by one of his disciples who was likely part of 
a collegium. which continued the prophet’s mission 
and witness. 


THE CONCERN HERE was to cleanse religion 
from its mere external observance: fasting is useless 
unless it demonstrates a common bond between 
rich and poor. Fasting is emptied of its meaning 
unless our sacrifice becomes real through works of 
charity and mercy. But those who feed the hungry 


and clothe the naked will be like a light in the 
darkness, and the Lord will answer when they call 
upon Him. 

In his letter to the Corinthians, St. Paul explores 
the Christian paradox of strength in seeming 
weakness. Paul preaches Jesus Christ crucified: 
this is absurd on a purely human level, because we 
are to pin our hopes for salvation on one who 
couldn't save Himself. 


But it isn’t that Jesus could not save Himself. He 
would not save Himself, and He accomplished His 
great work of our redemption by His own free 
sacrifice. The saving power of God is manifested in 
the self-emptying love He has for us; and the test of 
our faith in Him is believing not just in Him, butin 
Him Crucified. 


OUR FAITH IN FACT is based not on the human 
dimension, but on the power of God working 
through the Holy Spirit. Paul’s eloquence failed him 
before the sophisticates of Athens; he then went on 
to Corinth and preached out of his own weakness. 
Only then could the Holy Spirit work His wonders, 
and out of the weakness of Paul and the weakness of 
the Corinthians, a believing community —a 
Church —emerged! 


We have to put ourselves back 20 centuries if we 
are to fully appreciate the imagery of salt and 
darkness St. Matthew uses in our Gospel reading. 
Salt was more than just a seasoning in a world where 
refrigeration was unknown: it was a vital food 
preservative. And in an age when there was no such 
thing as simply flipping a switch to turn on an 
electric light, the world was a pretty gloomy one. 
Only the moon, the stars, and flickering oil lamps 
dispelled the darkness. 


We take salt and light for granted, but the ancients 
did not. And so the followers of Jesus become the 
spice and the preservative and the light of life, 
manifesting Jesus to others by the very lives they 
lead, lives in Christ. What a waste if the salt that we 
are is trampled underfoot, if the light we are is 
hidden in darkness. 


WE ARE CALLED to witness Christ; the Church 
must witness Christ in her members. It is only by our 
understanding, by our acceptance, by our sharing, 
that our faith is made real. Anyone can fast, but not 
everyone is willing to share what is not eaten with 


-someone else.

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Vatican Radio marks 50 
years of Church service 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—“Give ear, O heavens, 
while | speak; let the earth hearken to the words of 
my mouth.” 


Pope Pius XI used those words from the Book of 
Deuteronomy to inaugurate Vatican Radio on Feb. 
12, 1931, and 50 years later Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, papal secretary of state, used them again 
to mark the golden jubilee of “the pope’s radio 
station.” 


CARDINAL CASAROLI officiated at 50th 
anniversary ceremonies Jan. 31 opening an 
exposition on Vatican Radio's history and 
dedicating one of the radio station’s meeting halls to 
Guglielmo Marconi, inventor of wireless 
transmission and builder of Vatican Radio. 


The cardinal recalled Marconi’s words at Vatican 
Radio’s first broadcast: “For nearly 20 centuries the 
Roman pontiff has had the word of his divine 
teaching authority heard in the world, but this is the 
first time that his voice can be heard live across the 
whole face of the earth at once.” 


The radio station of 50 years ago, built under 
Marconi’s personal supervision, reached around the 
globe with 10,000 watts on short wave. 


TODAY IT TRANSMITS in 35 languages with 
eight short-wave transmitters, five of them with a 
power of 100 kilowatts (kw) and one with 500 kw. A 
few other short-wave transmitters in the world 
match the 500 kw one, but none exceeds it. 


In addition Vatican Radio today has medium- 
wave AM transmitters of 300 and 150 kw serving 
Europe and smaller FM transmitters for the Rome 
area. 


The transmission antennas, at Santa Maria de 
Galeria about 12 miles north of Rome, take up an 
area of nearly 1,000 acres—nine times the area of 
Vatican City State. 


CARDINAL CASAROLI recalled that as a young 
seminarian he had attended the inauguration of the 
Jesuit-run radio station 50 years ago. 


“As we here today commemorate that historic 
event and practically relive the emotion and wonder 
of the pope and those who assisted in the 
inauguration of what Pius XI called —and what then 
was — ‘the last word in science and technology,’ we 
cannot but wonder and rejoice together in the 


progress that that ‘new, wonderful instrument of~ 


world conversation’ (in the beautiful words of the 
pope) has known in these 50 years,” the cardinal 
said. 


He said that the Holy See “was in the forefront in 
encouraging Marconi’s genius and having faithful 
recourse to his work so that to the achievements of 
science would be given the greatest homage due to 
it, namely that of making it an instrument in the 
service of humanity.” 


AMONG THOSE AT the dedication of ine 
Marconi Hall were two of the inventor's daughters, 
Marquessa Degna Marconi Paresce and Elettra 


Marconi, 87-year-old Cardinal Carlo Confalonieri, 


who 50 years ago was Pope Pius XI’s personal 
secretary, Luigi Arru, who was Marconi’s foreman 


of cardinals and other dignitaries. -

Dorothy Day called 
‘challenge to feminists’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The “mode of leadership” 
of Dorothy Day, the Catholic social activist who was 


a co-founder of the Catholic Worker Movement, 


“offers a challenge to feminists,” says a Georgetown 
University specialist in the history of American 
women. 


Although Miss Day was an advocate of the rights 
of women and of workers and a pacifist who 


‘opposed U.S. participation in World War Il, the 


Korean War and the war in Vietnam, she accepted 


the hierarchical structure of the Catholic Church, . 


said Carol Hurd Green, a lecturer in history at 
Georgetown University and co-editor of the fourth 
volume of Notable American Women. 


MISS DAY ONCE said, Ms. Green recalled, that if 
a bishop ordered her to stop publishing the Catholic 
Worker, the monthly paper she helped found in 
1933, she would do so..No such order was ever 
given. . 


Miss Day, however, came to a point where she 
could not take the defense of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam by the late Cardinal Francis Spellman of 
New York, Ms. Green said. 


MISS DAY “UPHELD Catholic deauine on birth. 


control and abortion, which makes her tough for 
feminists,” said Ms. Green. 

Rejecting the suggestion that Miss Day ever had 
qualms about her faith, Ms. Green said, “The most 
striking quality about Dorothy Day was the absolute 
consistency of her vision.”

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Pope: private confession 


is the norm for penance 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—‘“Whatever sacrifice it 
takes, dedicate yourselves to the administration of 
the sacrament of reconciliation,” Pope John Paul II 
told priests Jan. 30. 


The pope addressed the words to all Catholic 
priests as he met with the priest-penitentiaries of 
Rome's four major basilicas and with the Holy See's 
major penitentiary, Cardinal Giuseppe Paupini. 


IN HIS TALK the pointiff also strongly backed 
individual confession to a priest as the normal form 
of the sacrament of penance and defended 
indulgences and the theology behind them as asign 
of “authentic Catholicity.” 


The Sacred Apostolic Penitentiary headed by 
Cardinal Paupini is in charge of granting 
indulgences and is the central Church court for 
what Church. lawyers call the “internal forum”: 
judgments in matters of conscience. 


The priest-penitentiaries, also called minor 
penitentiaries, are religious order priests who hear 
confessions in numerous languages in the four 
patriarchal basilicas of Rome. 


THE POPE SAID THAT the Holy See, by granting 
special privileges to the priest-penitentiaries so that 
they can dedicate all their ministry to the 
confessional, “intends to show thereby the most 
singular veneration with which it-looks upon the 
sacrament of penance and, in particular, the form 
which must be normal for it, namely that of auricular 
confession.” 


In urging all priests to devote their ministry to the 
confessional, the pontiff said Church law on 
personal confession will not change. 


“Keep in mind,” he said, “that the teaching of the - 


Council of Trent on the necessity of integral 
confession of mortal sins is still in force and will be 
in force forever in the Church; the norm inculcated 
by St. Paul and by that same Council of Trent, by 
which the worthy reception of the Eucharist must be 
preceded by the confession of sins when one is 
conscious of mortal sin, is in force and will always 
be in force in the Church.” 


THE POPE NOTED that “for grave pastoral 


reasons” the Church permits general or collective és 
absolution without individual confession unger 
- certain extraordinary circumstances. 


“But | want to recall the scrupulousness of the 
conditions stated, to reiterate that in case of mortal 
sin, even after collective absolution, there still exists 
the obligation of a specific sacramental admission 
of sin, and to affirm that in any case the faithful have 
the right to their own private confession,” he said. 


“How in the world; then, precisely in that most 
mysterious and sacred sphere of the personality in 
which one lives his relationship with God, could one 
want to deny the human person, the individual 
personhood of each faithful, the right to a personal, 
unique conversation with God through the 
consecrated minister?” the pope asked. 


CONCERNING INDULGENCES, the pope said 
that “the love, supernaturally understood, for 
indulgences, connected as they are with the 
certainty of sin and of the sacrament of 
reconciliation, with the faith in the hereafter, 
especially in purgatory, with the returnability of the 
merits of the mystical body, that is with the 
communion of saints, is a comprehensive identity- 
card of authentic Catholicity.”

‘Those being detained 
should have their rights as refugees 
fully explained to them; every effort 
should be made to maintain the basic 
family unit and to reunite separated 
families; and these families should be 
provided adequate housing,” he said. 


Harmful effects of TV assessed 


BOYS TOWN, Neb.—TV’s influ- 
ence on children is cumulative, 
according to_a new book available 
from Boys Town. In addition, heavy 
TV viewing leads to a distorted and 


fearful outlook toward the world, the 


book’s author said. 


In Television and Youth: 25 Years of 
Research and Controversy, John P. 
Murray says TV can influence 
behavior. 


“TELEVISION violence affects the 
way we behave and our willingness to 
participate in violent behavior,” he 
says. “For example, several studies 
have shown that heavy television 
watching leads to a view of the world 
that is far more scary than it really is.” 


Murray’s book contains a 70-page 
review of 25 years of controversy and 


~research on television and an 


extensive bibliography of other 
articles dealing with TV. Of the 3,000 
articles cited in the book’s list, about 
1,000 deal with TV violence. 


The author indicates a special 
concern: for children and TV. 
According to Murray, 92 percent of all 
children’s programming includes 
some form of violence. 


“ON THE AVERAGE, there is one 
act of violence about every three 
minutes in children’s programming. 
And, usually, this violence is 
unnecesary,” Murray says. 

He says the book was written 
because of growing governmental 
and other interest in issues of 


~ children’s TV. 


A smaller companion book by 
Murray and Barbara Lonnborg 


summarizes the content of the larger 
book. The smaller volume is called 
Television and Children: A Primer for 
Parents. 


MURRAY SAYS parents should 


monitor what children watch on TV so 
the shows can be discussed. He also 


suggests limiting the hours children: 


are allowed to watch TV. each week 
but says the best answer to problems 
with TV would be for broadcasters to 


be more responsible in their 


programming. 
Murray, a child psychologist, has 


studied TV’s impact on children for 
about 15 years.

THE PROJECT |S also being 
sponsored by the Augustinian 
Fathers, who sponsor the Villa Nueva 
Apartments in the area, a 390-unit 
complex for families. 


Villa Merced will be owned and 
operated by a non-profit corporation 
known as Colonia Barrios Seniors, 
Inc., and will be built on 3.66 acres of 
land ‘owned by the City of San Diego.

Nestle opponents claim company 
is feeling the effects of boycott

Nestle is worried, according to 
organizers of a boycott of products of 
the multinational food company, 
Nestle S.A., based on Switzerland. 


Organizers cite as evidence leaked 
Nestle memos outlining corporate 
strategy to counteract the effects of 
the boycott, supported by various 
Catholic and other religious groups 
to protest the company’s marketing 
of infant formula in the Third World. 


NESTLE OPPONENTS claim that 
poor water supplies, dilution of the 
formula and unsanitary bottles used 
with formula all threaten babies’ 
health in underdeveloped lands. 
Opponents say use of natural 
mothers’ milk should be encouraged 
instead. 


Nestle said three years ago it had 


stopped aggressive marketing of 
infant formula abroad and was 
promoting the food through medical 
personnel instead. 


The World Health Organization’s 


executive board Jan. 28 approved a. 


code of conduct banning general 
advertising of powdered milk for 
infants. But the board, meeting in 
Geneva, Switzerland, did not make 
adherence to the code by companies 
such as Nestle mandatory. The 
proposal will be submitted to an 
assembly of WHO member govern- 
ments as a recommendation—not a 
regulation. Representatives of 
Switzerland and the United States, 
where Nestle is active, reportedly 
rejected making the code mandatory. 


NESTLE CORPORATE memos 
were leaked to the press and to such 
groups as the Infant Formula Action 
Coalition (INFACT), a boycott 
organization. The Nestle strategy is 
to include use of favorable press 
treatment, including an article in 
Fortune magazine by a writer with ties 
to the Ethics and Public Policy 
Center, which received $25,000 from 
Nestle. In the Fortune article, Church 
and religious groups supporting the 
boycott are described as “Marxists 
marching under the banner o 
Christ.” : 


Father Brian O’Shaughnessy, head 
of an area INFACT branch in Albany, 
N.Y., hailed the leaking of the Nestle 
documents. “It reveals for the first 
time that the boycott is having a 


tremendous effect and it also 


confirms a Nestle’s shift in strategy 
away from public debate to behind- 
the-scenes infuencing of Church, 


health, and community leaders.” One 


of the memos from Saunders 
discussed grass-roots efforts by 
company officials to win good will. 

Father O’Shaughnessy also has 
suggested holding sales of flowers to 
raise money for the boycott in con- 
nection with Mothers’ Day. 


THE DIOCESE of Albany endorsed 


_the boycott in 1978. The National 


Council of Churches (NCC) and the 
Interfaith Center on Corporate 
Responsibility, an umbrella group for 
170 Catholic religious orders and 
Protestant organizations, are among 
leading supporters of the boycott.

Four priests spread the word 
with unique supper club act 


PITTSBURGH (NC)—Giving a 
theatrical twist to spreading the word 
are four Pittsburgh-area priests who 
sing, dance, and tell jokes for supper 
club audiences. 


Their act, The Good News Accorda- 
ing.to the Four Fathers, is perhaps the 
only one of its kind in show business. 


BUT, ACCORDING to Father Tom 
Smith, organizer of the troupe, the 
two-hour act is not show business. 


“This is evangelical theater,” Father 
Smith said in an interview with the 
Pittsburgh Catholic, Pittsburgh’s 
diocesan newspaper. “‘We are 
theatrical evangelists. We are using 
the theater as another means of 
getting across the good news of the 
Gospels. Every song, every dance, 
every comedy line in our act has the 
purpose of setting up the audience to 
receive the good new.” 


. The only one of four with any 
theatrical experience, Father Smith 
was a featured dancer in the 1955 
Ziegfield Follies and at Billy Rose’s 
Diamond Horseshoe and other 
Broadway shows and clubs before 
entering the seminary.- 


THREE OF THE PRIESTS are near 
or just past 50, pastors of McKees- 
port-area parishes near Pittsburgh 
and long ordained. 


Father Smith has been a priest for 
29 years, Father Patrick Jones for 25 
years, and Father John Cassella for 
23 years. The fourth, Father Sam 
Esposito, an assistant pastor, has 
been ordained for two years. 


Reaction from their. audiences, 
parishioners, and letters has been, 
with a few exceptions, favorable and 
encouraging, they reported. 


THE ACT WAS Father Smith’s idea. 
He studied and taught dance for 25 
years and for the past 12 has been 
doing his own one-man song-and- 
dance act “as a special apostolate 
and ministry.”’ He has played 
everywhere from clubs and cabarets to 
parishes and several national 
Catholic conventions. 


Father-Smith said he took up 
theatrical activities again at the 
urging of the late Cardinal John J. 
Wright, then bishop of Pittsburgh. 


Bishop Vincent M. Leonard, who now 
heads the Pittsburgh diocese, has not 
seen either of the acts but, said 
Father Smith, “has shown real 
confidence in me and my judgment, 
for which | am grateful.” 


After rehearsing all summer in their 
spare time, the four opened in 
September 1980 at the Ben Gross 
Restaurant, a supper club outside 
Pittsburgh. They were an immediate 
hit. Their six-week engagement— 
Friday and Saturday nights only — 
was sold out and extended three 
weeks. 


THEY MADE NBC television’s 
Today Show in a film clip and the 
network is scheduled to film them 
during January for its prime-time 
show, Real People. They are also 
being sought for some parish and 
charity fund-raisers. 


Wrote George Anderson, entertain- 
ment editor of the Pittsburgh Post 
Gazette, “How can you resist a priest 
in black patent pumps and velvet 
jacket who tells you that when you 
die, God’s gonna look you in the eye 
and say, ‘Hello, Gorgeous’?” 


Anderson conceded the three 
neophytes lack Father Smith’s 
professional polish, but added that 
“they win over the audience by sheer 
amateurish good will.” 


MOST OF THEIR material is 
original. Songs by George Gershwin, 
Irving Berlin, and Cole Porter are 
given a religious twist. “Be a Clown,” 
for example, becomes on the second 
singing “Be a priest, bea priest, all the 
world needs a priest.” 

The quartet swap their clerical garb 
for clown jackets for this segment, 
but there is no slapstick. “The dignity 
of the priesthood is always respect- 
ed,” said Father Smith. “All material is 
in good taste.” 


“Priests have been stereotyped as 
to what they can do,” said Father 
Jones. “We took Vatican II seriously 
when it said there are diversified 
ministries in the Church. We decided 
that if we three who aren’t skilled 
singers and dancers could do this, it 
might encourage other priests who 
have real talent in some field to make 
use of it for evangelizing.”

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Only black FCC member says: 
Don’t mix religion, politics; 
be sensitive to minorities 


WASHINGTON (NC) —Tyrone 
Brown, a retiring member of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, urged evangelical broadcasters 
to avoid mixing religion with politics. 


Brown, who left FCC Jan. 30 aftera 
three-year term, also supported the 
commission's work in radio deregula- 
tion. 


HE TOLD PARTICIPANTS at the 
National Religious Broadcasters 
Convocation in Washington: 


“The profound religious revival 
underway in this country is in some 
quarters sometimes identified with 
the political movement that describes 
itself as the moral majority. The two, | 
believe, are not the same,” Brown 
said. 


The revival reflects a grass-roots 
interest in spiritual values, he said. 
“But on the border of the latter 
movement | also sense a theme that | 
find very disturbing—a theme that 
counsels retreat from our national 
commitment to equal opportunity, 
retreat from the goal of raising the 
living standards of the poorest among 
us who all too often are minorities, 
and a retreat from the religious 
principle that all of us are brothers 
and equal in the sight of God,” Brown 
added. 


RUNNING THROUGH some “po- 
lemics of the moral majority” is a 
division of people into “them” and 
“us,” placing minority Americans in 
the “them” category, Brown said. 


“| fear that unless this theme in the . 


catechism of the moral majority is 


eliminated, that force will become 
another code word for racism in our 
society,” he said. 


Brown later explained that his 
remarks about the “moral majority” 
referred to the broad conservative, 
fundamentalist Christian political 
movement and not specifically to the 
religious-political organization called 
the Moral Majority founded by TV: 
evangelist the Rev. Jerry Falwell. 


IN THE ADDRESS, Brown, who is 
black, also said he has been 
contacted by people concerned that 
minorities will be ignored in 
broadcasting once he retires from the 
FCC. He reminded the religious 
broadcasters of the need of pro- 
grammers not to ignore blacks, 
Hispanics, the poor, and others. 


“You are using the newest and most 
effective means of mass communica- 
tions ever developed to spread the 
oldest and most profound of 


messages,” he said. 


In other remarks, the commissioner 
said that religious broadcasters 
should not expect to be treated 
differently from other broadcasters, 
and that the religious broadcasters 
should be aware of a few “charitans” 
in their midst who “under the cloak of 
false piety” prey upon the gullible for 
financial gain and that the other 
broadcasters should “cleanse your 
own house” of them. 


“FOR GOOD OR ill, the electronic 
media may have an impact on the 
structure of the religious life of 
Americans second only to that of the 
printing press,” he added.

BUT SCHWEIKER also said federal 
family planning programs will not be 
judged more harshly by the Reagan 
administration’s budget cutters than 
other programs. 


Schweiker’s department includes 
the federal Office for Family 
Planning, which operates on a $162 
million annual budget. It currently 
helps finance some 5,100 family 
planning clinics around the center 
offering family planning information 
and contraceptive services.

UNITED NATIONS (NC)—The 
Vatican complained to the United 
Nations Population Commission that 
natural family planning is often 
overlooked or ignored in U.N. birth 
control projects. 


Given. appropriate training, coup- 
les find the natural method effective, 
said Msgr. James McHugh ina 
speech Jan. 28 on behalf of the 
Vatican’s observer mission to the 
United Nations. 


AT THE WORLD SYNOD of 
Bishops held at the Vatican last 
October many bishops felt that there 
was undue pressure from some 
developed nations and international 
population organizations favoring 
the adoption of policies and pro- 
grams that are not in harmony with 
cultural traditions and that violate 
moral teachings, he said. 


“The natural methods of family 
planning are often overlooked or 
ignored, while amost exclusive 
attention is given to methods of birth 
control that the Church finds morally 
objectionable,” said Msgr. McHugh. 


Natural methods are “reliable and 
integral with other family values such 
as mutual respect between the 
partners and sexual self-mastery,” he 
added. 


“IT 1S IMPORTANT to increase 
governmental assistance and support 
for programs of natural family 


planning so that couples who wish to 
utilize these methods will have 
sufficient information and training at 
their disposal, particularly those who 
find sterilization, abortion,.and other 
methods of. birth control morally 
unacceptable,” he said. 


“It is important to recognize that 
the freedom of couples to determine 
the size of the family and the spacing 
of births —proclaimed repeatedly in 
United Nations conventions and 
statements —is endangered not only 
by direct coercion but also by that 
pressure that results from not having 
available those mechanisms that are 
morally appropriate and culturally 
acceptable,” said Msgr. McHugh. 


Msgr. McHugh is the former 
director of the Office for Pro-Life 
Activities of the U.S. bishops. He is 
currently on a sabbatical leave to 
complete work toward a doctoral 
degree.

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Military Vicariate answers 


‘Confusion’ over Church teachings on war, 


peace, nuclear arms,

The Military Vicariate, addressing what it calls the 
widespread “confusion” over Catholic teaching on 
war and peace, has released a book on the subject. 


The book, which questions the interpretations of 
many Catholic peace activists of current Church 
teachings, was first delivered as a paper at an 
international meeting of Catholic military vicars in 
Rome last October. 


_. Titled In Defense of Life, the 140-page book was 
published in January by the Daughters of St. Paul, a 
~ Boston-based religious publishing house. It has 
since been mailed by the New York-based 
vicariate—the Church agency responsible for 
coordinating the activities of U.S. Catholic armed 
services chaplains worldwide—to each U.S. 
bishop. 


“THE MILITARY VICAR of the United States 
receives numbers of inquiries from Catholics asking 
clarification of public statements by individual 
bishops, priests, Religious, and lay ‘persons 
concerning the Church’s teaching on war, " says the 
book, written by Bishop John J. O’Connor, vicar 
general of the Military Vicariate... 


“It will be obvious to readers, ot course, that this 
paper is in no way intended as a theological treatise 
on the morality of war,” Bishop O’Connor adds in 
the introduction. “It has been prepared simply to 
respond to the inquiries of those asking the military 
vicar of the United States what the Church teaches 
concerning the issues about which there seems to 
bea considerable degree of confusion in the United 
States.” 


Citing several examples of pronouncements on 
war and peace by Catholic peace activists which are 
“anxiously questioned” by other Catholics, the 
book states that queries about the Church’s 
teachings on war and peace generally fall into three 
categories: 


e “Is it possible to have a ‘just war’ today? 
e “Can the use of nuclear weapons ever be 
Me ied? 
e “Is conscientious objection a right, a duty, 
neither, or both?” 


According to Bishop 0’ Connor, much of the 
belief that the Church’s teaching on'the “just war” 
has changed is based on Pope John XxXIll’s 
encyclical Pacem in Terris, on an assertion in the 
Vatican Il document Gaudium et Spes (The Church 
in the Modern World), and on Pope Paul VI’s speech 
to the United Nations in 1965. The “just war” theory 
is a centuries-old philosophy which holds that to be 
morally justified a war can be fought only for 
defensive purposes, as a last resort, and with a 
reasonable chance for victory. 


But for several reasons, the book states, one 
cannot conclude that the “just war” theory has been 
rejected officially by the Church. For one, Pope 
John never explicitly said that no war can ever be. 
justified, according to Bishop O’Connor. 


ALSO, THE BISHOP adds, the document from 
Vatican I! and Pope Paul’s U.N. speech, while 
reflecting on the horror of war in the atomic age, 
both continued to support the right of nations to 
participate in defensive. wars. 


The book’s section on justification for nuclear 
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objection to draft 


weapons makes similar points, noting that the 
popes have not issued outright condemnations of 
the building, possession, or strategic positioning of 
nuclear weapons for purposes of deterrence. 


“John XXill and his successors; the (Second 
Vatican) Council and the (U.S.) bishops, worry a 
great deal —and justifiably —about the cost of such 
weapons systems at the expense of feeding the poor 
and advancing civilization, and are anxious about 
various other aspects of nuclear weapons,” says 
Bishop O’Connor. 


“BUT THE EXPRESSIONS of horror and 
revulsion found in the judgments passed by these 
churchmen, relating to developing, stockpiling, 
deployment as deterrents, or use of nuclear 
weapons always relate to the awesome fears 
generated by the unpredictability of such 
weapons,” he adds, underlining unpredictability. 


On conscientious. objection, Bishop O’Connor 
rejects the argument advanced by some that the 
Church’s teaching on war now requires Catholic 
youths to object to participation in all military 
activities. He says Vatican I] supported both the 
decision to enter the military and the decision to 
object to war. 


“Even this endorsement of conscientious 
objection seems cautious,” says Bishop O’Connor. 
“One gets the impression of a request primarily for 
‘humane treatment’ for conscientious objectors, 
rather than a highly enthusiastic lauding of a 
particular position.” 


HE ALSO QUOTES EXTENSIVELY from 
statements by the U.S. bishops on conscientious 
objection and draft registration to point out that 
service in the military is supported by the Church 
and that it would not be correct “to aver that the 
Church has come down overwhelmingly onthe side 
of conscientious objection as the norm and military 
service as the exception.” 


The book concludes by urging several actions to 
clarify the confusion over Church teachings: 


© More restrained judgments and less acrimoni- 
ous debate among. Catholics who disagree on 
defense policy; 


© Greater reliance on Spaciiiists knowledgeable 
in the theological, ethical, 


aspects of war and peace; 


© Heightened emphasis on the United Nations, 
which Pope Paul once called “the last hope of 
peace,” and 


¢ Careful communication of. individual views, 
including resisting the temptation to address issues 
that cannot be addressed knowledgeably and 
constructively. 
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‘scientific, political, 
sociological, economic, military, and psychological

Draft a ‘moral challenge’ 


Pax Christi, USA, a Catholic peace organization, 
says a draft registration “and the threat of peacetime 
conscription it represents” is a moral challenge for 
which draft-age men are almost completely 
unprepared. 


The group noted that just one year ago the U.S. 
Catholic Conference called upon the appropriate 
diocesan agencies to provide counseling for those 
facing military service, and for schools and religious 
educators to include teaching on the formation of 
conscience on questions of war and peace. 


“As Catholics we are all being put to the test. Our 
young people are faced with a challenge for which 
they are not prepared, the moral implications of 
which they are probably not even aware,” said a 
paper released by Pax Christi. 


The group notes that Pope John Paul II chose the 
theme of “to serve peace, respect freedom” for his 
Jan. 1 speech for the World Day of Peace, and that 
the U.S. bishops have consistently opposed a 
peacetime draft. 


“There is no doubt that all. the Church teaches 
about the right and duty to defend one’s country 
remains true. It is equally true that this serious duty 
does not justify every means to carry out that duty,” 
said the group.

MOTHER MARIE LEONIE died on May 3, 1912, in 
Sherbrooke, Quebec, where the institute’s 
motherhouse is located. Her cause for canonization 
was introduced at the Vatican on June 13, 1966. 

During the Jan. 31 ceremony, the congregation 
also promulgated decrees on a miracle attributed to 
the intercession of Blessed Jeanne Delanoue; two 
miracles attributed to the intercession of Venerable 
Luigi Scrosoppi; and the heroic virtues of Pedro of 
the Most Holy Trinity. The Vatican gave no 
information about the approved miracles. 


Blessed Jeanne Delanoue, founder of the Sisters 
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of St. Anne of Providence, was beatified by Pope 
Pius XII on Nov. 9, 1947. 


SHE WAS. BORN June 18, 1666, in Saumur, 
France, and died in the same city on Aug. 17, 1736. 
Her cause for canonization was introduced in 1898. 


Venerable Luigi Scrosoppi, a religious of the 
Oratory of St. Philip and founder of the Sisters of 
Divine Providence, was a in Udine, Italy, on Aug.

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Communists continue to attack 


Church in Eastern Europe 


UNITED NATIONS (NC)—A 
leading communist paper in Czecho- 
slovakia has delivered a full-page 


‘broadside against ‘‘the secret 


Church” there. 


The Slovak Communist Party 
organ, Pravda, also accused the 
Roman Catholic Church in Poland of 
trying to revive “political clericalism” 
in Eastern Europe through its alleged 
connection with activities of Solidar- 
ity, the independent Polish trade 
union. 


THERE HAVE BEEN signs of a 
mounting communist campaign 
against the Catholic Church in 
Poland ever since serious labor 
unrest in Poland surfaced last 
summer. 


“Clericalism means the attempts of 
the hierarchies of some of the 
churches to gain, by the use and more 
often misuse of religion, key 
positions in the political, economic, 
and cultural life of society,” the article 
stated. 


Most active at present are Catholics 
and Islamic clericalism, according to 
the article’s two authors. But they 
trace the phenomenon all the way 
back to “the old Jewish state based 
on Judaism.” 


MORE RECENTLY, the article 
says, the Catholic version of clerical- 
ism found expression in the “social 
teachings” of the Roman Catholic 
Church and was defined in papal 
encyclicals, including Rerum Novar- 
um and Quadregesimo Anno. 


This social teaching was said to be 
a ‘homogeneous and relatively 
complex ideological platform” which 
formed the background of clerical 
political organizations, Christian 
labor organizations among them. The

“serve as agents of reactionary forces 
in the worker's movement.” 


In arguing that there is in Czecho- 
slovakia a ‘‘secret Church,” the 
authors say that “the quarters that 
strive to revive clericalism have to 
conceal their wicked aims from 
honest citizens.”

This organization 
owns up to the ‘social teachings’ of. 
the Catholic Church. Its leaders are 
Catholic laymen-activists... 


“SINCE THEY are opposed to a 
uniform labor movement and also... 
to the leading role of the United 
Polish Workers (Communist) Party in 
the labor movement, they receive 
great support from clerical move- 
ments in the capitalistic world.” — 


The Polish Catholic hierarchy is 
then accused of demanding “ideolo- 
gical pluralism.” The paper claims, 
however, that this is not the Polish 
Church's “final goal but simply a step 
to install the supremacy of the 
Church to the broadest possible 
extent.” 


Lastly, the Pravda article de- 
nounces the Polish Catholic hier- 
archy for its “interference in the 
internal affairs of Czechoslovakia and 
its Church hierarchy.” 


Such interference allegedly took 
the form of a pastoral letter in which 
the Polish episcopate assumed 
responsibility for “believers in the 
neighboring Slav countries.” 


Mainland Chinese Catholics 
divided into two churches 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (NC)— 
The weekly English-language 


newspaper of the Republic of China 


on Taiwan has said that the People’s 
Republic of China is “fully ready” to 
establish diplomatic ties with the 
Holy See. 

The China News urged the Vatican 
not to recognize Peking at the 
expense of Taipei. 

THE EDITORIAL noted the visit to 
Peking last year of Cardinal Franz 
Konig of Vienna, Austria, president of

the Vatican Secretariat for Non- 
Believers. * 


The 75-year-old Cardinal Konig, a 
specialist in Eastern religions, a 
linguist with a command of several 
Asian languages, and a close 
observer of communism in Eastern 
Europe, visited the People’s Republic 
of China last March for about two 
weeks. 


The Holy See and the Republic of 
China have full diplomatic relations. 


DIPLOMATIC relations between 
the Vatican and communist China 
were broken after the communist 
takeover in 1949. 


From the communist Chinese 
viewpoint, the diplomatic ties 
between Taipei and the Vatican are 
an obstacle to the establishment of 


diplomatic relations between the | 


Vatican and Peking. From the 
Vatican’s viewpoint, one obstacle to 
diplomatic ties is the existence on the 
Chinese. mainland of “two Catholic 
churches,” as Cardinal Konig put it in 
an interview last April with the Italian 
news agency ANSA. 


The cardinal said Chinese Catho- 
lics are divided into two camps: 


members of the National Association 
of Patriotic Catholics, which rejects 
Vatican supervision, and “a great 
number of priests, Sisters, and laity in 
work camps and other situations who 
remain faithful to the pope.” In 1958 
Pope Pius XII excommunicated 
members of the patriotic association 
after it sponsored the ordination of 
bishops. 


DESCRIBING the patriotic associ- 
ation as a schismatic church, 
Cardinal Konig said maybe its 
members “have no other choice.” He 
said he met only Chinese Catholics 
aligned with the patriotic association. 
He tried to contact those still faithful 
to the pope, he said, “but it was not 
possible.” 


The China News editorial said: 


“Understandably, the Vatican 
believes many mainland Chinese 
adhere to their Catholicism in secret. 


“Even if that is so, the Vatican could 
never in good conscience sacrifice 
the Catholics of this country in order 
to bid for the recognition of those on 
the mainland. 


“GOVERNMENTS have recog- 
nized the Chinese communists and 
derecognized the Republic of China. 


“How could the Vatican, represent- 
ing Catholics everywhere and 
standing for godly rather than secular 
power, think of doing so?” the Taipei 
paper asked. 


The editorial argued that the 
People’s Republic of China “remains 
determinedly atheistic.” 


THE UNITED STATES, by estab- 
lishing full diplomatic relations with 
Peking and downgrading its relation- 
ship to Taipei, “may have plunged a 
dagger in our backs,” the China News 
said. “That was the political decision 
of a secular leader, Jimmy Carter. 


“Pope John Paul could not make 
the same mistake without tearing the 
Catholic Church. apart,” the editorial 
continued. “He could not recognize 
Red China without sacrificing these 
sincere Catholics. of Taiwan and the 
priesthood which leads and serves 
them. 


“The Holy See cannot possibly 
have any relationship with the 
schismatic church that serves 
communism on the mainland,” the 
editorial said. It recalled the 
communist Chinese persecution of 
Catholics before and after the 
communists defeated the nationalist 
Chinese in 1949.

Anew approach on abortion 


WASHINGTON (NC) —While 
ratification of a constitutional 
amendment on abortion always has 
been the primary goal of the pro-life 
movement, there’s a proposal now 
floating around Capitol Hill that some 
say could provide at least a temporary 
shortcut around the cumbersome 
amending process. 


The proposal, put forward in 
identical bills introduced in January 
in the House and Senate, calls for 
Congress to express its determina- 
tion that human life begins at 
conception. Such an expression by 
Congress, the measure’s proponents 
say, would have the legal. effect of 
answering the question the Supreme 
Court refused to answer in its 1973 
abortion decision, namely, the 
question of when human life begins. 


UNLIKE A constitutional amend- 
ment, which requires a two-thirds 
vote of the House and Senate and 
subsequent ratification by three- 
fourths of the states, the “human life 
statute” would require only simple 
majorities of both houses and the 
almost certain signature of Preisdent 
Reagan. 


The basis for the claim that such a 
measure could undercut the Su- 
preme Court’s landmark abortion 
decision dates all the way back to 
insertion into the Constitution of the 
Fifth and 14th Amendments, which 
guarantee that no person shall be 
deprived “of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law.” 

One major issue in the 1973 
Supreme Court abortion debate was 
whether that guarantee extended to 
fetal life. The court, noting what it 
called a “wide divergence of thinking” 
among doctors, philosophers, and 
theologians on the issue, refused to 
answer the question, thus removing 
the constitutional protection. which 
previously had been extended to life 
in the womb. 


THE 14TH AMENDMENT to the 
Constitution, however, also gives 
Congress the power “to enforce, by 
appropriate legislation, the provi- 
sions of this article.” According to 
proponents of the human life statute, 
that means Congress has the power 
to pass a bill clarifying that human life 
does indeed begin at conception and, 
thus, that the states have the power to 
protect fetal life constitutionally. 


According to Stephen H. Galebach, 


_ an attorney writing in the winter 1981 


edition of The Human Life Review, 
such a statute would in effect rewrite 
the 14th Amendment to say: “No state 


shall deprive any person (including — 


unborn children) of life (which begins 
at conception)...without due pro- 
cess of law.” 


If passed, he says, the statute 
would have two immediate effects: it 
would limit the ability of states to 
perform abortions in institutions they 
own and operate, and it would 
restrict funding of abortion by the 
states. 

But its longer range effect, 
according to Galebach, would be to 
allow the states to re-enact their pre; 


- 1973 abortion statutes. Congress’ 


determination that life begins at. 
conception would, by giving. states “a 
valid interest in protecting unborn 
life,” undercut the argument that the 
Constitution does not protect fetal 
life. 


HE ALSO INDICATED that while 
there still may be a divergence of 
opinion on the beginning of life, 
Congress often makes similar 
determinations on unsettled issues, 
such as whether the use of tobacco 
should be regulated or whether 
automobiles should have passive 
restraints. 


Galebach and other “human life 
statute” proponents also emphasize 
that it would serve only as an interim 
measure until a constitutional 
amendment giving full protection to 
human life would be ratified. 


Actually, the proposal is not — 


entirely new, having been discussed 
for several years by pro-life attorneys. 
But the introduction of the. measure 
by. Reps. Henry Hyde (R-IIIl.) and 
Romano L. Mazzoli (D-Ky.) and by 
Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) appears to 
be the first time the idea has been 
brought formally before Congress. 
There’s some speculation that it was 
introduced. this year because last 
fall’s election makes it more likely 


“than ever that the measure could be 


approved by the 97th Congress. 


HOW WELL the pro-life movement 


embraces the proposal remains to be 
seen, however. While the newsletter 
of the Ad Hoc Committee in Defense 
of Life strongly supported the 
measure’s introduction in Congress, 
there’s some fear among other pro- 
life leaders that the measure— which 
some see as only the equivalent of a 
“states’ rights’ amendment on 


_ abortion—might preclude future 


action on a constitutional amend- 
ment and allow congressmen who 
don’t support such an amendment an 
easy way out of their abortion 
dilemma. 


Top Vatican appointments made 


VATICAN CITY (NC) —Pope John 
Paul I! Jan. 30 appointed Cardinal 
Giuseppe Caprio president of the 
Prefecture of the Economic Affairs of 
the Holy See. 

He also named the papal secretary 
of state, Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
to replace Cardinal Caprio as 
president of the Administration of the 
Patrimony of the Holy See. 

IN HIS NEW POST Cardinal Caprio 
succeeds Cardinal Egidio Vagnozzi, 
who died Dec. 26. 


The new appointments to the ~* 


Vatican’s two key economic posts 
continue the close links between 
Vatican financial matters and the 
secretary of state, the most powerful 
agency in the Church’s central 
administration. 


Cardinal Caprio, 66, was under- 
secretary of state for two years before 
he was moved to the patrimony office 
in 1979. Previously, he had been 
secretary of the patrimony office for 
eight years before he was made 
undersecretary of state. 


THE ECONOMIC affairs office he 
now heads—formed in 1968 to 
oversee other financial agencies— 
has been likened to the combined 
posts of general auditor and budget 
minister in a government. 


Cardinal Casaroli, 66, had a long 
career in the Vatican’s Council for the 
Public Affairs of the Church—in 
effect an arm of the secretariat of 
state — before he was named secret- 
ary of state in 1979. 


In taking on the additional duties of 
administering the Holy See’s 
patrimony, he follows in the footsteps 
of his two immediate predecessors 
who also headed the secretary of 
state and the administration of the 
patrimony. 
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THE PATRIMONY office, which 
administers the bulk of the Holy See’s . 


funds, was also established in 1968 by 


Pope Paul VI. It combined two older 
Vatican agencies, one that adminis- 
tered normal Holy See revenues such 
as Peter’s Pence, donations and 
legacies, and another that adminis- 
tered the 1929 Italian indemnities to 
the Holy See for properties expropri- 
ated when Italy took over. the papal 
states in 1870. 


In recent years as a result of 
dramatic inflation and other factors, 
the patrimony’s expenditures have 
sharply outstripped income. 


The Holy See’s total annual deficit, 
including the patrimony administra- 
tion and the other financial offices 
which the Prefecture of Economic 
Affairs oversees, was estimated by 
the Vatican to have exceeded $20 
million in 1979. 

Only four years earlier the deficit 
was reportedly about $5.6 million. 

At the end of 1979 Pope John Paul 
called aspecial meeting of the world’s 
cardinals at which the Holy See’s 
financial problems were the primary 
topic of discussion.

In Tokyo, the world’s largest city 
with about 15 million people, and in 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the Polish- 
born pope will confront “cultural and 
spiritual traditions which have grown 
up outside the Christian traditions,” 
according to Hiroshi Miyahira, a 
Japanese Catholic journalist based in 
Rome. 


It will be the first time the well- 
travelled Pope John Paul will visit a 
highly industrialized nation which is 
predominantly non-Christian. Catho- 
lics make up less than one percent of 
Japan’s approximately 100 million 
people. Other Christians also make 
up about one percent of the 
population. 


“THE POPE COULD bea pioneer in 
helping Christianity learn about the 
Japanese culture,” said Miyahira, 
who expects the pope to emphasize 
the importance of interconfessional 
dialogue with non-Christians and 
moral questions such as abortion and 
divorce in a highly developed society. 


Pope John Paul demonstrated his 
personal interest in understanding 


- Japan by taking on the difficult task of 


learning the Japanese language. 


One Vatican source said the pope | 
-hopes to make enough progress to 


deliver his talks in Japanese, but he 
wants to wait until he feels more 
confident of his ability before making 
the information public. 


IN RETURN, POPE John Paul 
hopes that the average Japanese will 
demonstrate an interest in some of: 
the principles which he has stressed 
throughout his 29-month papacy. 


“He’d like to say something. about 
the divisions among men and about 


what we have in common,” said°

POPE JOHN PAUL’S Feb. 24 talk to 
Japanese youths in Tokyo will be a 
key commentary on the. topic, in 
which the pope will emphasize his 
view of young people as the hope of 
the world but without necessarily 
tying this to Christian principles, the 
Jesuit said. 

“The pope won't only present an 
abstract image of man, but will call for 
a joining together to help solve the 


- problems of the world,” Father Rush 


added. 


Among the pope’s other scheduled 
events in Tokyo are Masses for 
clergymen and Religious and for the 
general population; meetings with 
the Japanese Catholic bishops, 
Christian and non-Christian leaders, 
and Catholic laymen; courtesy calls 
on Prime Minister Suzuki Zenko and 
Emperor Hirohito; and a reception for 
the diplomatic corps. 


THE NEXT STOP will be Hiro- 
shima, site of the first atomic bomb 
attack, Aug. 6, 1945. According to a 
U.N. statement, Pope John Paul 
accepted a United Nations invitation 
to speak at city hall on “Technology, 
Society, and Peace.” 


Speaking of the visit to Hiroshima 
when he announced the Asian trip 
Dec. 21, Pope John Paul said he 
would stand on “the site on which the 
terrible destructive force of the 
atomic bomb was first manifested” in 
order to “beg the merciful God that 
this will never again be repeated in 
the history of humanity.” 


Nagasaki, the final stop on the 
papal itinerary, also bears scars of 
atomic warfare from the world’s 
second atomic bombing, Aug. 9, 
1945.

include several adult baptisms and 
first Communions. 


“Many political personalities 
from other nations have visited our 
country—the American president, 
the Chinese prime minister, etc.,” 
said Takao Tokuoka, a Rome-based 
Japanese journalist. 


“BUT ALL OF THEM have talked 
about the economy,” he said. “This 
‘will be the first time that someone 
comes who is not linked to economic 
interests.”
